CEA Says Board's Internal 
Split Threat To Community 


By MICKI SELTZER 

The Columbus Board of 
Education is ‘‘developing an 
internal split that threatens 
the ‘school system and the 
whole community,” warned 
the Columbus Education 
Association (CEA) in the May 
7 issue of its newsletter, the 
CEA Voice. 

A major portion of the issue 
was devoted to the question 
of integration in an article en- 
titled “Integration: No’ An- 
swers." 

The article was critical of 
some Board, members who, it 
said, “are twisting words and 
stretching interpretations in 
an effort to back off” its 
resolution..on ,integration 
passed last July. 

Reference was to the 
recently passed Columbus 
Plan for Transportation, 
which provides for trans- 
porting students to schools 
for program. purposes. Por- 
tions of the Plan which 
provided for transporting 
students for voluntary tran- 
sters to improve racial 
balance were eliminated at 
the insistence of the four 
white board members. 

The article pointed out that 
the Ohio Civil Rights Com- 
mission (OCRC) has “step- 
ped in and ordered that (with 
some flexibility) @very school 
should have the same white- 
black ratio as the black-white 
fatio in 
whole.”

The_mother of an 11 year 
old boy, charged this week 
that he has been the victim of 
abuse and "mistreatment by 
“prejudiced teachers at St. 
Agnes Catholic, School,” 
2767 Andover St. 

Mrs. Buelina Murphy, 641 
Harmon Ave., Apt. A., made 
the charges in a letter to The 
GALL.& POST this-week. She 
charged that Julian Murphy, 
one of her three son enrolled 
in the school, was beaten and 
“choked” by a teacher whom 
she identified as Patricai 
Triano. Another teacher 
identified only as “Mrs. 
Bates,” was also involved in 
the beating, Mrs. Murphy 
Said: 

During® the» incident, she 
said Miss Triano “stuck her 
finger nails into Julian's 
arm." When she-catled the 
teacher to discuss the in- 
cident, “she started shouting 
at me and said | attacked 
him, because | get sick of 
him," Mrs, Marphy said. 

She took the matter up with 
Father LaVelle, the Principal, 
but ‘he suggested that she 
remove her three children 
from the school, saying “the 
teachers are prejudiced and 
will flunk them.” 

Reached by phone Tues- 
day, Father LaVelle acknow- 
ledged that he advised Mrs. 
Murphy to remove her child- 
ren from the school. He said 
he reached that conclusion 
because Julian, a fourth 
grader, has been a problem 
to other teachers since 
coming to the school. He also 
admi that Miss Traino 
stuc!

“He was provoked into 
something like an argument, 
or if he was hit by one of the 
children he hit back. Every 
year when a new teacher 
comes to the school, they are 
always informed of. Julian 
and what went on the year 
before,” she ‘said. 

Following another incident, 
Mrs. Murphy said Father 
LaVelle asked her to remove 
her other two children, Byron, 
12 and Duane, 13. At that 
time, he explained to her that 
since the “teachers are 
prejudiced, he could not, and 
would not ask them to teach 
the boys,” she stated.

Cleveland born Kenyon C. 
Burke, director of Urban Af- 
fairs Department ~of the 
National Anti-Defamation 
League of B’nai_ B'rith, ex- 
pressed the above opinion 
during a recent visit to 
Columbus. 

Burke, the son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Kenyon T. Burkes of 
Euclid, a Cleveland suburb, 
was in the city as the guest of 
Hersh L. Adlerstein, director 
of the Columbus Anti-Defa- 
mation League. 

During a luncheon, hosted 
by-Norman E: Folpe, senior 
vice-president of the Hunting= 
ton National Bank, Burke 
discussed national problems, 
with emphasis-.on poverty, 
Politics and race ‘relations. 

Concerning President 
Nixon's order dismantling 
the Office of Economic Op- 
portunity, the moratorium on 
subsidized housing, he said

Burke, who spends much 
of his time in Washington, is 
a consultant to the Black 
Congressional Caucus. ‘In 
1969, he led a group of black 
editors and publishers on a 
trip to Israel to determine if 
that country’s experience 
with social. and ~economic 
problems could be applied to 
American minorities. In 1971, 
he conducted a similar 
project that involved taking a 
group of black college 
presidents to Israel with the 
objective of establishing 
programs, at the professional 
and student level with the in- 
Stitutions of higher learning 
in Israel. 

He is currently on the field 
training faculty, of the Rutgers 
School of Social Work, spe- 
cializing in training students 
in community organization, 
He also serves as a consul- 
tant to major universities, 
Social agencies and govern- 
mental bodies in the area of 
urban affairs.

The Gray tied the score in the second quarter on a 
touchdown by John Hughes and the extra point by Blair Con- 
way. Hughes was Woody's second secret weapon of the day. 
Playing im the backfield was no foreign territory for Hughes.

Crisis Of Confidence 
In thé morass of conflicting 


evidence and cross-statements ac- 
companying the Watergate affair, it 
is extremely difficult to reach a 


conclusion about the role of 
President Nixon in this odoriferous 
scandal, 

To date there is'no. valid proot 
that the President was totally 
unaware of the kind of unethical, if 
not downright illegal, activity—his 
“trusted” aidés were engaged in. It 
is equally as difficult to accept the 
view that so consumate a politician 
as Richard Nixon was entirely ob- 
livious to the existence of the dirty 
tactics being employed against the 
Democratic opposition during the 
presidential race 

Aside trom these considerations, 
it is easy to see that the littlepre- 
judiced, and arrogant men around 
the President had been selected 
with less regard for their statesman- 
ship than~for their skill at mani- 
pulating .a super-efficient, albiet 
ruthless, political campaign. 

Despite the “holier-than-thou” 
image that the White House has 
tried to project,.the repeated 
mouthings of “law and order", the 
“work ethic"; and other fervent 
slogans, the emphasis, throughout 
the President's first term, stepped 
up in. the early months of the 
“second, was on aconcentration of 
power inthe White House—at al 
costs. 

It is ironic, then, that a black man, 
a representative of the American 
minority whose comcerns were 


relegated to the dung heap in Ad- 


ministration plans, should have 
inadvertently opened up the Pan- 
dora's Box of trickery, lies, 
evasions, and concealments that Is 
Watergate. : 

Hopefully, it's an ill wind that 
blows nobody good, and perhaps 
the eradication of the tricky trium- 
virate Halderman, Ehrlichman, and 
Dean, along with their accomplices, 
may shock the President into a re- 
evaluation of some of the priorities 
these advisers have encouraged 
him to set, 

It is obvious, even to the most 
dense American, that Watergate 
has deeply injured the record of 
considerable achievement that the 
President had compiled, as a 
peacemaker, and the extent of the 
injury can be read clearly in the 
concern and agitation he reflected 
in that Television appearance in 
which he reluctantly assumed 
blame for the alleged misconduct of 
men he trusted.

However, Ohio law provides that, 
regardiess of financial circum- 
stances, it is illegal to bury a human 
body without embalming it. The 
reason, sentimental as well as 
sanitary should be obvious. 

But the most depicable factor in 
the case is the callous disregard for 
good taste and respect for the dead 
exhibited. by this so-called 
Professional, and the damage to the 
character of scores of other funeral 
directors who have maintained high 
Standards in their establishments.

The Calumbus Police Dept., ob- 
viously concerned with- its in- 
credibly poor image among black 
citizens, has launched a nationwide 
tecruitment drive with 50 blacks as 
its target goal. 

Belated though it: may be, The 
CALL & POST feels that Police 
Chief Ear| Burden, his staff and ad- 
visors are to be complimented for 
initiating such an unprecedented 
campaign. The CALL & POST 
pledges its cooperation and fullest 
Support of this dramatic endeavor. 
For it is a bold and gratifying 
challenge to blacks throughout-the 
country and to those of Columbus 
in particular. 

In announcing the program, Chief 
Burden deplored the fact that “we 
have-only-36 -black police officers 
out of a total complement of 1090 
police officers at the present time." 
He then acknowledged that this 
“points up most dramatically our 
failure to attgact blacks to a law en- 
forcement career." 

Although they are seeking to fill 
150 vacancies within the next nine 
months, Burden said their deter- 
mined effort is to” recruit as many 
qualified blacks as possible ‘to fill 
these openings. 

. He then announced the assign- 
ment of a team of officers, “whose 
principal duty will be to develop a 
continuing program of recruiting, 
with special emphasis being placed 
on minority. recruitment. “The team 
is headed by James Jackson, a 
young black Lieutenant who recen- 
tly led a Civil Service examination 
for captain with a 104.41 grade. 

Jackson along - with two other 
young black patroimen, is currently 
visiting various Ohio cities and 
college campuses discussing their 
program with placement officials.

“Chicago is the black business 
capital of the world,” according to Al 
Johnson, awner of a spectacularly suc- 
cessful Southside Cadillac agency 
“There's more determination here and 
cooperation here than in any other 
large city.” 

'f Johnson's assessment is correct, 
then black business must be in pretty 
bad shape nationwide. Minority owned 
businesses in the city are having their 
troubles as never before, A recent study 
by the National Sales Publication 
Agency revealed that Chicago's black 


——" businesses appear te be Yailirig at the 


frightening rate of 36 per cent a year 

In addition, the study showed that 80 
per cent of the black-owned firms 
which opened their doors for the first 
time in 1972 were forced to close them 

~ before the year was out: Don C. Watker, 
chairman of the National Sales 
Publication Agency, cited three major 
feasons tor ‘the failures:. poor 
management; inadequate finances:and 
overall lack of support from black con- 
sumers, the main source of revenue for 
the majority of black businesses 

George Jones, president of the Joe 
Louis Milk Company, the largest black- 
_owned milk distfibutorship in the coun- 
try, says, “I'm afraid many small 
businessmen: forgot they needed’ the 
know-how of whites when they got star- 
téd. Our historical experience in 
business is so limited and so distorted 
by what we saw that we make too many 

_ fatal mistakes." 

Richard L. McGuire, owne, of two 
highly successful Southside furniture 
Stores, puts it even more strongly. 

™ Government giveaway programs 
have convinced too many young blacks 
that you can get. something for 
nothing,” he says. This, combined with 


resentment about racism serves “'to 


deteriorate our moral fiber.” 

The second cause of black business 
‘failures noted ‘by Walker is inadequate 
financing - an elusive and perplexing 
Problem that can not be blamed solely 
on poor planning. 

Walker's third cause of black 
business failures - the overall lack of 


Support from the black buying. public -. 


remains the hardest problem to tackle. 
McGuire says it's a holdover from the 
old slave instinct - blacks unwilling to 
trust their own: Jones says it's a matter 
\ 6f educating the masses -.a slow and 
painful process. But it remains a 
dilemma admitting of no “obvious 
solution. 

Perhaps the most dramatic recent

With the possible exception of in. 
terracial marriages, no other develop- 
ment on the American Scene has 
Produced the kind of tensions and 
racial polarization than the efforts by 
law and through Persuasion to com- 
pletely desegregate the public schools 
of this nation. 

There is no question but that an 
Organization like the National 
Association..for.the Advancement of 
Colored People has no other recourse 
than to press vigorously and con- 
tinuously for full integration as a goal 
To do less than this would destroy its 
image of militancy and its credibility as 
the major civil right organization. 

But it is questionable whether its 
policy of “all or nothing at all” ig the 
most productive method of ‘securing 
equality of education for black 
children—and equally as important, for 
black teachers, who, have at long last 
overcome the inequities Qf poorer 
working conditions*and lower. Salaries, 
are now losing employment in hun. 
dreds of systems, both north and south, 

While integration as a goal is the 
major cause of increasing tensions in 
the public schools, the efforts to rely 

almost exclusively on mass busing of 
children to achieve racial balance.js the 
real culprit. 

That is why the Justice Department, 
which has been paying close attention 
to orisis Producing events in our 
Society, have singled oyt schao/ 


_ problems as the most critical area. 


Simply busing black kids into

We insisted the stores 
which came in provide the finest 
quality.” 

Today, less than five years later. the 
center is a virtual ruin, Only four of the 
12 stores are open, two supermarket 
groceries have pulled out, and most of 
the doctors who had offices there are 
leaving too. Dr, Quinn estimates the 
backers have so far lost $1 million on 
their investment 

What happened? “! don't know," 
says Dr. Quinn. “All | know is they 
wrecked the place.” Neither Or. Quinn? 
nor the other backers even Know Who 
“they” is. In the first year of operation, 
the center had a $14,000 bill from glass 
breakage and~an- $8,000 -bill for 
uprooted shrubbery. Or one occasion, 
someone ran-a truck through @ plate 
glass window in the Walgreen Orug 
store in the middle of the night, looted 
the place, and wrecked what they 
couldn't take 

Today, -steelbarriers and security 
guards try to keep the peace. But 
they're almost Unnecessary now, The 


few custames-wha did come-outin-the —— 


early days are shopping elsewhere. Fit- 
tingly enough, the outside walls’ of the 
center are well scrawled with the signs 
of the real controllers of this turf: 
“Beware Baby Gangster&."" And Dr.

“Writing In the April issue of “Com- 
mentary.” Ben J. Wattenberg and 
Richard M. Scammon, two respected 
statisticians, make the Startling and un- 
supported charge that civil rights 
leaders “have elected as a matter of 
policy’’ to avoid any public mention of 
black achievements in “order to main- 
tain moral and political pressure on the 
Administration and on public opinion.” 

The charge, which | emphatically 
label as false, carries the ugly implica- 
tion of a cynical conspiracy among 
black leaders to deliberately ignore 
reality as part of a dishonest strategy to 
make the problems of black Americans 
seem worse than they really are. 

The truth is that a great deal of atten- 
tion has been paid by black leaders to 
the very real gains made by blacks over 
the past several decades. To ignore 
these gains would be foolish. At the 
same time, however, the rejoicing has 
to be lempered with the bitter fact that 
most blacks still lag for behirtd white 
America in what is available. to them in 
terms of emplSyment, housing, 
education, health care and all the other 
requirements for a good life. ‘ 

Of course there’ has been progress, 
but an acourate appraisalof its extent 
has_to_be..Measured-in-relationship-to— 
something else, and when this occurs, 
the picture for blacks is far less attrac- 
tive than Wattenberg and Scammon 
would have one believe. Blacks have 
made gains, and so have whites, and 
the net result has béen that while black 
income.has gone up, the actual dollar 
gap-between-the- races has: widened; — 

In 4960, $2,600 separated black 
median income from white. In 1970, the 
dollar gap had grown to $3,800. On a 
percentage basis, four times as many 
blacks are poor than white. Individual 
blacks Nave succeeded and this is to be 
Praised. But a walk through any ghetto, 
with its rat-infested housing and its out- 
of-work—_men—and—women—clearly. 
demonstrates why.so many of us can- 
not take the easy way out and dwell on 
how far ‘we have come, instead of 
dealing with the more pressing problem 
of how far we still have to go before we 
ctach up 

Wattenberg and Scammon also con- 
tend that at some unspecified moment 
during the recent past, enough blacks

The Wattenberg-Scammon thesis, 
however, simply does not hang 
together, Not unless one is prepared to 
accept an élastic definition of middle 
class thal has been stretched to the ex- 
tend that Includes all workers except 
laborers, service workers and 
domestics. 

Using money as: the determinant of 
what consitututes middle class, they set 
$8,000 as the entry level into this select 
group outside the South, Within. the 
South, the figure is arbitrarily set at 
$6,000. No percentage is given for the 
number of whites who would qualify un- 
der this criteria; but it has to be’ con- 
siderably above the black figure. 

This is a new approach toward mid- 
dle classness and it does not take into 
account how many people have to 
produce that income, how many have to 
share it, whether the employment 
situation is stable, and a whole slew of 
other important factors, 

To render this new definition of the 
black middie class even:less valid; the 


authors have included all” factory. 


workers. The average earnings of such 
workers, however, is only $4,500 a year. 

The efforts of Wattenberg and Scam- 
mon to convince readers—-that the 
majority of blacks are now middie class 
are-pariculgy | ““septive.since_they. 
obscure the fact that there are two mid- 
die-income levels in America -- $6,440 
for black families and $10,872 for white 
families. In plain terms, the black mid- 
die income level is 40% lower than the 
white middie income level, so that the 
term “middle class’’ does not mean the 
same for both. 

What the authors have done is 
dangerous because it presents a distor- 


“ted picture of the position of black 


Americans, providing ammunition to 
thosg who believe blacks have come far 
enough and it’s time to call a halt to 
any further progress. 

| wish that most blacks were middle 
class, The reality Is that they are not, 
and arbitrarily saying that they are, will 
not make the problems ‘spawned of 
poverty and deprivation go away.

Mr. Nixon's “law and order” rhetoric

this country. It creates informers, spies 
and counter-spies.

The Watergate Affair is a con- 
sequence of Mr. Nixon's own ideals, He 
created the environment for it«just as 
he has revitatlized the racist attitudes of 
racist America, which, we will see, will 
bring this nation to the brink of another 
disaster tantamount to the Civil War. 

Mr. Nixon says he bears the “respon- 
sibility” of the Watergate Affair. But he 
carefully isolated many facts which 
truly place the responsibility upon him.
